ners, perhaps you have in. other Qualities and Accom- 
pliſhments : And we allow you the. Ambition you have 
always had to be. a Courtier ; tho perhaps not altoge-

ou tell hoy Coleman daxced a Chriſtmas Gambel at Ty- 

urn, for his. great Pains in the mighty Work, (viz, ſubdu- 
ing the peſtilent Northern Hereſie) your Brother, your Self, 
[the Kzng and the Duke] and he had «pon his Hands, Ditto, 
Part 3d. Page 59. The Kjng ['viz. Kjzg Charles] he was 
engaged for Popery and the French Intere#, and Arbitrary 
Power, as well as your ſelf, [ſpeaking to King James.] 
Again, Page 64. Ton and your Party [ fo much Counte- 


nance from your Brother , who was engaged with you in

Catbolicks ready to riſe, when the Buſineſs grew hot , to join 
with the diſaffeted Scots. 

In all theſe. many Conſults, and Matters tranſated 
 fincethe 13th of Azga#, we find this wonderful ill For- 
- rune, that the Jeſuits, &'c. ſhould Meet, Cabal, Con- 

ſult, &c. with as much Vigour or more than ever, with- 
out the leaſt Hint or Breath of a Diſcovery made of their 
Plot to his Majeſty, from the 13th of Auguſt to the 4th 
of September. Moxſtrunm Horrendam ! Dear Sir, was the 
King ſo great a Champion of the Papiſts, and ſuch a 
ſworn Friend of his Brothers, how little ſoever he be- 
lieved your Teſtimony,: as not to ſay one Word of all 
this Matter to his Brother, and thereby alarm the whole 
Party?

fame Hour in the Day, nor the ſame Chamber nor 
Court in Sommerſet-Hoyle ; nor by the ſame Aſſaſſinates 
or manner of his Murder, nor the fame Hands or Con- 
veyance to Primroſe-Hul. * But 
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But their Blunders, dear Doftor , lie not at thy 
| Door': Thou haft enough of thy own. And there. 
fore dear little Oedipus anſwer all: thy own Riddles : Tel 
us how all this heterogeneous Medley -can be reconciled 
to common Senſe. We heartily believe the Popiſh 
Emullaries and "Tools, as black as the heavieſt Daſh of 
thy own Gall and Pen can make *em: However, *is 
poſſible to bely the Devil ; and he that ſwears falſly even 
againſt a Judas, is himſelf a Judas. 
But above all theſe hideous Incongruities, Abſurdi- 
ties, Amuſements and ContradiCttions, that have com- 
poſed your whole Teſtimony ; in which you have over 
and over again been buffoon'd in almoſt whole Volumes, 
upon. that copious Theme; to all which, with all the 
Meekneſs and Patience imaginable, when you have been 
{mitten on one Cheek :you have turned the other ; and 
born it all with fo profound a Silence, that, like a poor 
Lamb, you never ſo much as bleated againſt your Sa- 
tyrical Perſecutors; now, I ſay, beſides all theſe Abſur- 
dities, here happens one yet more fatal Shock againſt 
your whole unhappy Foundation, viz. the greateſt Prop 
that ſupported it is now taken away. For as all the 
Criminals in your Plot, T mean the Murdering Ones, as 


Groves, Pickering, Whitebread, &c. with all the ſtrongeſt 


Abjurations to their laſt Breath, and the very Face of 
Eternity, denied all Knowledge of the Fact for which 
they died, aſſerting their Innocence with Vows, Oaths 


and Sacraments, and all the moſt tremendous Aﬀevera- 


tions, even upon all their dying Hopes of Salvation ; 
it wasalfalong receiv'd as an Authentick Rowan Diſpen- 
fation, that their Ghoſtly Guides could abſolve even a 
dying Lie, and for the good of their Cauſe, commiſhon 
and empower their Zealots and Profelites to front Heaven 
it ſelf at their very laſt Gaſp, with Falfities, Impoſture 
and Deluſion, &s. This Dottrin well mang th. oc 
Joctor, 
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Doctor, when time was, ſtood you in high Service, till 


| this late unfucky Plot againſt King William, utterlydaſh'd 
all. For after the Diſcovery of Capt. Porter, Capt. 


Penaergraſs, &c. here all the dying Champions of the 
Aſſaſſmation, inſtead of the old Silence in your own

This I am ſure, That if the Good of their Popiſh 
Cauſe required it, and that were the Motive tor a dying 
Falſity ; the Criminals, in --og laſt Plot, had thrice a

greater occaſion for a dying Denial, than any of your 
own executed Conſpirators. 

In your own Popiſh Plot had the ſcrew'd Gun been 
Ranch, and the Criminals had confeſt any ſuch Con- 
ſpiracy ; ſuch a Conteſſiun would not have prov'd half 
ſo pernicious to the then Duke of York, as this laſt Con- 
fefſion has done to King James, and his whele Cauſe.

lar Out-cries have naturally a ſtrange Dint of Force at 
their firſt Surprize and Alarm ; and even the greateſt 
Collective Bodies of Men may ſometimes be impoſed 
upon, by an Original Novelty, whilt Impoſture and 
Fraud may be obtruded upon them ; when, upon 
cooler and longer Debate and Conſideration, the Mormo 
may be detected, and the Colluſion diſcover'd. Beſides, 
Time and Inquiry ſet Matters upon a much righter 
Bottom : 'That which looks fair to Day, by Convi- 
ctions of Falſity, Forgery and Perjury, may look foul 
to Morrow.

Cry together, upon no more than Forty Days Abſence of their 


Leader Moſes ; Ay, and after all this, I may ſay, Immediate: 
Communication even with God himſelf, wanted a Golden Calf 


to go beſore them. Nay, their other Leader Aaros was forced 
to comply with the Torrent, and both ſubſcribed and aſſiſted to 
the product of this Calf. And yet neirher the Univerſality of 


the Popular Votes for the Calf ; nay, even the Royal Subſcrip-
